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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of the subject application in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks is respectfully requested. Entry of this Amendment under 
Rule 1 16 is merited as it raises no new issues and requires no further search. 

The Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter is noted with appreciation. It is 
noted that claim 20 depending from allowable claim 19 should be held allowable as well. 

Claims 4-5, 1 1, 14, and 19-20 are pending in the instant application. Allowable claims 4, 
1 1, 14, and 19 have been rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the respective 
base claims and any intervening claims, in the manner kindly suggested by the Examiner in the 
Office Action.

The remaining, non-allowed claims have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer.
